(Coneluded.) 
WHITES GLOVES PRESENTED TO JUDGE GRAY. 


On the Ist of October a Grand Jury was 
summoned to appear before his lordship 
Judge Gray. Alter the csual amount of 
whispering and dodging,—pecaliar to this 
district on such momentous occasions,—the 
jury were called into the office, answering to 
their respective names ; your humble servant 
being the last one called, I took a back seat, 
After the court was opened, and the jury 
sworn in, Mr. Milne was nominated fore- 
men. His lordship then addressed us in an 
able and exhaustive address ; the eulogy be- 
stowed upon us on the absence of all crime 
in the district, and on our good condact as 
law abiding and industrious citizens, was 
truly flattering. His lordship touched on 
many other topics regarding the development 
aod resources of this country, aad of our 
beaatiful district,—taxation, responsible gov- 
eroment, etc. A finer piece of eloquesce or 
fiuency I have seldom had the pleasure of 
listening to. We were prowd in having a 
real judge, and a gentleman, once more in 
our midst ; our hearts warmed towards him 
for his good advice and iastructions tor our 
fature wellare. Messre. Galbraith and Mor- 
row were then sworn in as Justices of the 

eace. Mr. John Shaw declined the honor, 
‘The jury then examined the jail and Govern- 
ment buildings, and after drawing ap their 
report, returned into’ the presence of his 
lordship, and presented him with a pair of 
white gloves, and a clean sheet of paper, em- 
blematic of the purity of lives, and peaceable 
condition of the district. So much for an- 
archy! As one of the grand jury, I will re~ 
frain from dilating on tee report. Suffice it 
to say that its incongruity speaks for itself. 
There were seventeen gentlemen on the jury, 
seven aliens and ten subjects of her Majesty, 
as every person here is more or less alawyer, 
many discussions arose, andrare were the 
opinions expressed with. regard to the quali- 
fications of Grand Jurors. We scorn to find 
fault with the selection; as men they were 
worthy, respectable and ‘‘all known able 
men.” The constable may have done it just 
for the novelty of the thing, or be may have 
bad precedents to guide himin having the 
jery nearly one half aliens. There are some 
whe claim to see in the move, a long drawa 
stroke of policy; as conciliation is all the rage 
with the chiefs of the outside constituents, 
they argue that this move Kootenay may 
be favorably received at Washington, and that 
we may live to see all juries ia the United 
States composed of one half foreigners ; six 
others claim that British subjects. residents 
ia the District for may years were not ignored 
by thé constable through their being inelig- 
able, but a¢ e was nothing of aay moment 
to be transacted, it would’ be well to make no 
distinction. It was a most affecting, aad at 
the same time ludicrous position for men who 
bad any respect for their nationality, to stand 
by and bear those men addressed in « most 
eloquent loyal and learned manner by Judge 
Gray.
